We present our annual report for the year 1967. 
The main items are as follows:~ 


Population. The population continued to rise during the year, 
and has shown an increase of some 25% over the past 20 years. 


Birth Statistics. 

There was a slight fall in the birth-rate over the 
preceding year, but the rate continues to be much higher than the 
National rate. 

The §till birth~rate is on a par with the National 
rate. 

There was an increase in the number of Illegitimate 
births. Percentage of Illegitimate births to total births is 6.6%. 
as compared with County figure of 8.1%. 


Mortality statistics. 
Wh The general death~rate for the Borough compares 
favourably with the National rate, heing some few points lower. 

There was an increase in the number of ceaths 
attributed to Gancer. Tne Cancer death~rate, however, remains an 
a par with the National rate. 

There was a small increase in the number of deaths of 
Infants. Tue Infant mortality rate is slightly above the Netional 
rate, 

There was only 1 death attributable to Tuberculosis, 
and 2 deaths attributable to accidents. 


infectious Diseass, 

Apart from a cycle of Measles & whooping cough, the 
Borough was practically free from Infectious Diseases, The intensive 
immunisation programme over the past 10-15 years has greatly reduced 
the incidence of these Cciseases, 

During 1968 a start will be made in the Immunisation 
against Measles, in addition to the others, 

A summary of Immunisations & vaccinations carried out 
in the County for 1967, will be found in page 6. 


Mass Radiography Service. 
Attendance continued to be good at the Mass Radiography 
centre during the year. No case of Tuberculosis was notified. 


Housing. The Council has provided about 1,00C dwelling units 
Since 1948 which is an excellent record. The building programme, 
coupled with Improvement Crants, and @ high level of private building 
has largely met the housing needs in the Borough. 

There are still approximately 230 applicants for the 
Borough list for re~housing, but few of these are urgent re~nhousing 
cases,

WATER SUP©LIES. 


The supply of water to tho Borough is the responsibility 
of the Penbrokeshire Water Board who carry out routine sampling. 


46 Samples were taken for bacteriolOgical examination 
end were found to be satisfactory. 


41 sample taken for chemical examination wnhich proved 
mo be Satisfactory. 


7 samples of water were taken from the River Cleddau, 
m7 were found to be heavily contaminated and would be unfit 
for domestic purposes unless treated. 


There are 10 families that have no water supply 
available within a reasonable distance. These families are 
Berayan dwellers of the gypsy type and no-one at present accepts 
moe responsibility of providing them with services of any kind. 


Grammar School Swimming Pool. 16 samples of water were 
taken and submitted to the Public Health Laboratory for analyses,

One Refuse Tip within the Borough is the subject of 
regular inapétions & treatments. The infestation at this area 
is slight due to these regular inspections. 


Whilst only one premises is classed as agricultural, 
there are sixteen farms & numerous prazing lands adjoining houses 
which have been surveyed & treated. 


The Rodent operator is also employed trapping 'Feral' 
pigeons & insect eradication. 


Refuse Collection. 


Refuse was collected during 1967 by two refuse collection 
vehicles, Hach manned by a crew sonsisting of a driver and three 
ashbinmen. If, due to a breakdown either of these vehicles needed 
to have repair work carried out, there was a relief vehicle 
(old Side~loader) standing by. 


During the year this department orgahised and commenced 
@ paper sack systen of refuse collection at apprcximately 650 
premises within the Borough. We received considerable co-operation 
from the Married Quarters Office at R.N.A.S.Braw@y in commencing 
this scheme due to the fact tnet the two Naval Estates within the 
Borough were both included in the area affected by this change. 
The re~actions of both the householders and the Ashbinmen have 
been that the scheme has generally improved the refuse collection 
system. 

The number of premises requiring the refuse collection 
service on the 31st December, 1967 was approximately 80 premises 
more than the number at the 31st December, 1966, 


Refuse Disposal. 
There is one Reftise Tip within the Borough . This Tip 


is controlled by one Tip attendant who is responsible for the 
tipping erea being kept in a reasolably tidy condition. The tipping 
within the Borough is not, and has never been truly "controlled 
tipping", 

In June 1967 the Council purchased a BristalTaurus Front 
Loader for use on the Refuse Tip, this vehicle to be used for the 
Sole duty of Refuse disposal. The Brayloader that had previously 
been used on the Tip was transferred to the Surveyor's department. 
A garage was completed in 1968 on the tip in order to house this 
wehicle, 

During the year it was necessary to purchase a guantity 
of stone filling to keep a har roadway on the tip so as to avpid 
vehicles getting stuck, 
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General Sanitation (Cont) 
Public Conveniences. 


The public conveniences within the Borough are at the 
following sites:;~ Cartlett Road, Jubilee Gardens, St Thomas Green 
& Dew Street. In addition to these facilities there are conveniences 
at the entrance to the Market Hall and also a ments urinal at 
Friar Lane in Bridge Street, 


Considerable alterations were made to the Cartlett Road 
conveniences during 1967 when additional toilets were provided 
in the space previously used as a wéeighbridge office. The number 
of toilets were increased from two to four on the ladies side,and 
from two to three on the gents side. Also provided were free hand 
washing facilities, 


Street Sweeping 
In September 1967 the Council purchased a Wayne 1254 


Power Sweeper and appointed a driver for this vehicle. As soon 
as the operator became used to handling this machine, and following 
@ certain amount of mechanical trouble this machine was able to 
carry out a considerable amount of the sweeping duties within the 
Borough, 

There aré also employed two manual street sweepers, together 
With a manual sweeper/weeder who is responsible for carrying out 
Sodium chlorate spraying. 


Mortueries, 

The Mortuary is jointly used by the Borough and the 
Haverfordwest Rural District Council. The present Mortuary is well 
maintained and, as was stated in the previous Annual Report now is 
the time to consider the construction & servicing of a Caapel of 
Rest. The need for this is now very apparent because of the type 
of houses that the Borough has built, these are one living room, 
and also flats & houses on the open plan.

Tuere were no Burials carried out under this Act during 
the year. 


Pet Shops. 


Only one Licensed pet shop in the Borough. No complaints 
are received regarding these premises and regular inspections 
ere made, 


General Nuisances, 


Noise. (1) 

Complaints o& Noise, vibrations & Oil fumes are being 
received. Tne nuisances are being created by the Blectricity 
Genereting Board. All possible known efforts are being taken by 
the staff of the Board to mimimise these nuisances, 


(2) Further complaints are bsing received from Council House 
tenants in a different: area of the Borough. These noise nuisances 
emanate from badly sited refrigeration generating plant. The noise 
is more obvious at night es this is a rural area. The noise from 
the generating plant in-doors and near the preparation rooms of a 
Butcher's shop produces a noise which could be very dangerous to 

@ persons hearing. Surveys or investigations should continue in 
order to minimise the noises created by this plant. 


5) Smells from consumer gas, Several complaints were received 
Tegarding peculiar smells in private houses & hotels. On examination 
& investigation by the Public Health Department and reguests made 

to officials & members of the gas Board the defective meins & 
Services were corrected, 
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General sanitation (cont) 


General nuisances, 

infestation in Council Houses, adjacent to these houses are two 
hospitals, one of these premises is an old stone building of the 
‘poor Law Institution’ days and the surrounding infestation 

can be attributed to these old buildings. 


(5) Wasps. 4. wasp nuisances adjacent to schools and older peoples 
homes were dealt with by thé Public Health Department, 


(6) Flea infestation. Only one complaint received regarding the 
nuisance of infestation of a house. This was dealt with. Ant 
Huisanses are still being received, these in different housing 


sites. 


(7) ‘Feral'Pigeons. Several complaints which are being received 
are sti 6ing dealt with by using Ministry of Agricultural 
pigeon traps. 


(8) Itinerant dwellers. Only 12 caravans housing 3 families are 
within the Borough boundary, no provisions aré being made to 
provide a site for these families.
